Lewis Says He's Ready to Negotiate for Peace 
Meets Monday 
With Miners 
Policy Body 


Indiana Governor 
Wires UMW Prexy 


Washington, 
Nov. 
2—(AP) — 


John L. Lewis told the governor 
of Indiana today that he is ready 
to negotiate a prompt coal peace 
pact with Indian mine opertors 
or those of "any other state." 


The declaration from the United 


Mine Workers leader was in re- 
sponse to an appeal from Gov. 
Henry F. Schricker for an "imme- 
diate" strike settlement. 


The governor declared a state 


of emergency in Indiana as a re- 
sult of the coal cut-off and advised 
Lewis that the situation was "acute 
and tragic." 


Lewis replied that his union has 


been trying to negotiate a peace 
pact "for many months past." 


"Our 
efforts," Lewis wired the 


Indiana 
governor, 
"have 
been 


stalemated by major industrial and 
financial interests. 


"You 
are free to advise coal op- 


erators of Indiana," Lewis told 
the governor, "that the represen- 
tatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers will negotiate with them alone 
and independent of the operators 
of any other state if they desire 
to make an agreement for Indiana. 


"If they indicate such a desire, 


our representatives will promptly 
meet with them to work out a 
tentative agreement which will be 
presented to the policy committee 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America for approval when it as- 
sembles in Chicago next Monday 
afternoon, November 7." 


Lewis suggested that, mean- 


time, Indiana can take care of 
emergency coal needs by ration- 
ing existing stocks held by steel 
companies and other manufactur- 
ers. 


The Lewis offer of negotiations 


on a single-state basis was one 
more of a series of indications

Heavy Traffic Poses a Real Problem 


This is the greatest year in the history of the automo- 


bile industry In less than 10 months the motor makers have 
turned out "5.359.000 cars and trucks, smashing the 20-year 
record established in booming 1929. 


The new peak was achieved despite numerous work stop- 


pages. A shutdown forced by the current steel and coal 
strikes could not spoil the record, although some experts 
predict the factories will lose easily a month's output through 
depletion of their steel stocks. 


* The best guess now is that final 1949 production figures 


will range close to 5,800,000 units. And this huge outpour- 
ing must somehow be accommodated by already congested 
highways and parking facilities throughout the country. 


What curve production will follow in the years ahead 


no one can tell for sure, of course. But Sumner Slicker, vet- 
eran economist, forecasts in the current Atlantic Monthly 
that by 1980 there will be two cars for every family in the 
United" States. That would put the automobile population 
somewhere above 80,000,000, as compared with the presen' 
41,000.000. 


Even if only half this gain is realized, it will place bur- 


dens upon the nation's road network that will make today' 
traffic difficulties look like child's play. Some time soon the 
country is going to have to come to grips with this prospect 
hi a far more realistic fashion than it has ever exhibited to 
date. 


As Fortune Magazine points out in its November issue 


Improvements made in our highway system since the wa 
ended have put it back about where it was in 1933—in term 
of general condition and adequacy. We still have the 1933 
1949 lag to make up before we start keeping pace with cur 
rent advances in traffic volume. 


As traffic mounts and population multiplies in our big 


cities, the cost of highway development becomes staggering. 
Every evidence indicates that normal sources of revenue will 
fall way short of meeting the needs of a sound system. 


Either the nation must be prepared to face a stiff addi- 


tion to its general tax bill or it must accept broader use of 
toll highways to get the required expansion. 


Government officials frown on toll roads as wasteful, 


duplicating, and an extra tax burden on motorists. But state 
after state is turning to them for the answer to the pressing 
traffic puzzle. Tolls seem easier to impose than new general 
levies. 


The outlook is no brighter when it comes to parking fa- 


cilities. Cars by the thousands converge every day on the 
downtown areas of giant centers like New York, Chicago 
and Los Angeles. The flow in and out resembles the Sunday 
crawl that has long plagued holiday drivers. But the worst 
problem is that too often there is no place to put the car 
once you get it downtown. 


A few cities have developed big underground garages as 


partial solutions. But unless huge new facilities are created 
soon in many places, the downtown areas are likely to lose 
more and more business to outlying sectors where parking 
is possible. 


Someone recently suggested the ultimate dilemma to 


which we may some day come in this jam-packed automo- 
bile age: a man will buy a car in a downtown showroom 
and find that he can't get it onto the street to drive home. 


Maybe we ought to be glad steel shortages will cost us 


that one month's production. That's 500,000 fewer cars to 
clog the highways by Christmas. 


Now science has found that even rust can be put to good 


use. as insulation in motors and generators. Using a new 
steam oxidation process, engineers have succeeded in giving 
steel a uniform coat of rust. This thin film insulates the steel 
and makes it resistant to moisture and burnout.

Stop Opponent's 
Freeze Play 


By WILLIAM E. McKEXNEY 


America's Card Authority 


John Crawford, of Philadelphia, 


is rated as one of the greatest 
bridge players in the country. He 
is one of the experts who has tak- 
en up the game of Canasta and 
today most of the fine Canasta 
players consider him as the coun- 
try's leading player. 


In each of my Canasta articles 


I am going to bring you the bene- 
fit of his experience with 
the 


game. 


Question: Mr. Crawford, what 


strategy is employed to make it 
difficult 
for the opponents to 


freeze the pack on you ? 


Answer: Remember that freez- 


ing the pack is primarily a defen- 
sive action, therefore if you have 
apparent control of the game, play 
your hand so as to embarrass your 
opponents. 


If you have a great many melda 


on the table you will find that the 
opponents will be forced to freeze 
the pack as a defensive measure. 
In other words, they do not want 
to continue giving you cards which 
you can play on one of your melds, 
in addition to letting you pick up 
the pack. Therefore the offensive 
strategy against a freeze is for you 
not to put down too many of your 
melds. 


For example: If you had picked 


up the pack and your hand now 
contained five 6's, five 10's, three 
Ts and three 4's, only meld three 
of the 6's and three 10's. Hold the 
three ?'s and the three 4's. Also 
keep the two 6's and the two 10's 
in your hand. This "is a protection 
against the possibility of the pack 
being frozen. It will also give you 
many more chances to match the 
up-card on the pile with a pair if 
the pack is frozen.

Top Navy Job 
From Truman 


Washington, Nov. 2— (AP)—A 


shake-up springing from the mili- 
tary policy row and aiming at har- 
mony in the high command put 
Vice Admiral Forrest P. Sherman 
In aa top officer of the navy today. 


It was too early to tell whether 


the replacement by Sherman of 
the ousted Admiral Louis E. I*en- 
f eld would bring a smooth and easy 
teamwork to the top level job of 
working out the strategy for war. 


It wasn't until late yesterday 


that the White House announced 
President 
Truman 
had 
tapped 


Sherman to become, at 53, the 
youngest chief of naval operations 
in history. The formal commission- 
ing was held over until today. 


For Unification 


But Sherman was one of the or- 


iginal architects for the armed 
services unification plan. And he 
told reporters after his new ap- 
pointment came through 


He still is 100 per cent for uni- 


fication, expects no difficulty in 
getting along with other members 
of the policy-making joint chiefs of 
staff and 15 "sure the navy will 
give me the support and loyalty 
they have given all my predecess- 
ors." 


Yet within the navy and con- 


gress there still is a certain bitter- 
ness over the ousting of Denfeld 
and over the way the whole de- 
fense set up is working. 


Denfeld was given the boot after 


gumming up navy complaints when 
the house armed services commit- 
tee gave them an airing. The navy, 
he said, doesn't have a "full part- 
nership" in defense planning. 


And before the denials were re- 


corded by Secretary of Defense 
Johnson and the top men of the 
army and air force, their top ad- 
mirals stood up and were counted 
on Denfeld's side. 


"Under Orders" 


Now Sherman is vaulting over 


the heads of all of them, and over 
some vice admirals with longer 
•en-ice. Sherman told a news con- 
ference yesterday he was making 
the jump under orders. To do so, 
he gave up the command of the 
sixth task fleet in the Mediterran- 
ean. 


"I didn't seek this appointment," 


he said, "I have been happy while 
I was at sea. 
\ 


"I have been assigned to this 


duty and feel sure the navy will 
give me the support and loyalty 
they have given all my predecess- 
ors." 


As for Denfeld, there had been 


no clear indication whether he 
would retire or take a new assign- 
ment. 


There was some guessing around 


the navy that Denfeld might re- 
place Admiral Arthur W. Radford 
aa Pacific Fleet Commander, with 
Radfod going back to the rank of 
vice admiral.

Gold, though, was only repeat- 


ing, almost word for word, what 
at that time was the Communist 
party line. 
The Daily Worker, 


the Communist paper, said in 
July. 1946: 


"Everything must be done to re- 


inforce and cement the unity and 
strength of the CIO." 


I thought at the time that the 


resolution passed by the 1946 con- 
vention was weak as milk-and- 
water. Or so it seemed. Maybe 
that's why gold and the other 
Communists could 
vote 
for it, 


looking on it as harmless. 


Actually, that resolution opened 


the door for what followed. After 
that 1946 convention anti-Com- 
munist feeling in his country and 
in the CIO continued to grow.
